QUESTION: My car has a five- 
speed manual transmission. If I skip a 
gear when shifting to a higher gear, 
such as from first to third, am I hurt¬ 
ing the car in any way? Also, when 
coming to a stop, is it better to shift 
down one gear at a time? —C.C. 

ANSWER: As long as the engine 
will pull smoothly, without over-rev¬ 
ving or lugging, it is all right to skip a 
gear when shifting to a higher range. 

I Most owner's manuals will have rec¬ 
ommended shifting speeds and they 
should be followed to provide the best 
fuel economy. 

If stops are always made by down¬ 
shifting one gear at a time, premature 
wear on the engine, transmission and 
clutch could occur. It is better to coast 
while depressing the clutch and using 
the brakes to slow the vehicle down, 
unless shifting becomes necessary

The Score on...Private Mortgage Insurance 


erated by your savings. The only 
tax break on today’s 1040 is the 
mortgage interest deduction. Are 
there options? Yes! If you have 
income you can buy a home. In 
the past, lenders typically would 
want to secure their investment 
(the loan that they put on a prop¬ 
erty) by requiring the borrower 
to put down a substantial amount 
of cash usually 20% or more. As 
we know, many people have 
great difficulty coming up with 
a 20% down payment Enter the 
private mortgage insurance com¬ 
panies (PMI)! 

We have heard of the term 
mortgage insurance. However, 
as I work with people there has 
been some confusion about the 
term. Many people think that 
mortgage insurance is life insur¬ 
ance. Mortgage insurance is not 
life insurance when the term is 
used in conjunction with the pur¬ 
chase of a home with a limited 
amount of money down (usual¬ 
ly 3%, 5%, or 10%). Mortgage 
insurance protects the lender. It 
is an insurance policy for which 
you, the borrower, pay. Usually 
you pay a monthly premium to 
insure the lender in the unfortu¬ 
nate circumstance that you de¬ 
fault on your loan and the lend¬ 
er must take you through the 
foreclosure process. Your premi¬ 
um on this policy is determined 
by the down payment. If you are 
putting down S% your monthly 
premium will be higher than the 
borrower who is putting down 
10%. The premium for an adjust-, 
able rate loan will be slightly 
higher than the cost of a fixed 
rate loan due to the fact the pay¬ 


ments on the adjustable rate loan 
will change with market condi¬ 
tions. The borrower with an ad¬ 
justable loan will not have the 
certainty of constant payments 
and the impact of higher pay¬ 
ments may be detrimental to the 
borrower’s ability to pay back 
the loan. 

Even with the payment of a 
monthly PMI premium, a limit¬ 
ed down payment on a home 
does have certain advantages. If 
your income can support the 
slightly higher monthly loan 
payment, the interest deduction 
on your tax return will be great¬ 
er since the loan amount is larg¬ 
er. The cash that would ordinari¬ 
ly go to the down payment can 
be used for furnishings, land¬ 
scaping, or paying off any loans 
whose interest is not tax deduct¬ 
ible. You could also keep the 
money as reserves against any 
contingencies you may Find after 
your purchase. It is best to put 
the numbers on paper and deter¬ 
mine which among the purchase 
options is the right way to go for 
you. You will also see programs 
emphasizing no PMI. Many of 
these programs will incorporate 
the PMI premium in the interest 
rate for the loan, usually at a rate 
of 3/8 of a percent above the loan 
rate. As stated, the best way to 
determine your path to Financing 
a home is with a pencil in hand 
and evaluate your comfort level 
for the biggest purchase of your 
life.
